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The purpose of the meeting was to discuss the progress of the Baycrest Hill Overlook Interpretive Plan. 
The following is a synopsis of the discussion: 

 The bulk of this meeting focused on the interpretive subthemes. Originally, seven themes were 
identified at the meeting held in mid-September. However, it was decided that two of the 
themes were not relevant enough, so the number was reduced to five subthemes. Those 
subthemes are the spit, volcanoes, bay and inlet, wildlife and habitat, public lands and waters, 
and glaciers.  

 Subthemes do not dictate the language of each panel to be developed, but they provide 
guidance for individual panel development.  

 It was decided that the committee should review the subthemes and provide comments to 
Emily Lochart by December 21st.
